True, much of these materials will be 
paid for by the Ailics, but some of the British purchases 
in this country will have to be fina: ced by Canada, and 
Canada’s own program’ will be extensive. It seems 
probable that at least 40 per cent of the naticnal incc me 


will be required in the next year to4meet the cost of , 


war and the other expeaditures ofall goverrments in 
Canada and to finance British purchases here. — 
Canada has come along way since the last war in 
developing a fiscal system ef cquality in citizenship ard 
its attendant responsibilities As annourced in the 
first war budget, this war, in as far as Canada is con- 
cerned, will be financed as far as practicable on a “pay 
as you go” basis, and paid for by all on the general 
basis of ability to pay’ [t would be impossible to tax 
for the entire cost of swingiag the program into acticn 
without tending to hamper initative, lessen ¢fficiency 
and retard the expansion of production and national 


income. ax revenues, therefore, must be suplemented 


through borrowing by means of domestic bond flota- 
tions, ae 

It may, too, be taken for granted that there will be 
no “tax free" bonds in this war, that will gravitate to a 
few holders and enable them to minamize their incc me 
taxes, Nor will there be any duplication of the abnor- 
mal profits from war materials witnessed during the 
last war, The safeguard against this is the Excess Pro- 


fits Tax, enacted at the special war cession of the 
Canadian Parliament, 

It is indicated that the forthcoming war loan will 
have bonds as low as $5000 in denomination, and it is 
the hope of the Minister of Finance, Hon, J L Ralston, 
K, C., that every Canadian will beccme a creditor to 
the Canadian Government through his or her Govern 
ment bond. A Creditor relationship of every citizen 
with his government is an assurance of a good govern 
meat and of goud citizenship. ae 

Conditions in Canada cffer propitions circumstances 
for the loan when it comes, War orders and the large 
Western wheat crop are begining to have their effect in
